Spray Those Weeds: Now is the 
time to watch those field crops for 
weeds and make preparations for 
spraying. Generally cereal crops 
are safe to spray when they have 
attained eight inches in height, in 
the case of oats, 10 inches. Stretch 
the longest leaves up to measure 
the height rather than to measure 
the plants as they stand. 

Susceptible weeds may be re- 
moved from wheat and barley after 
the crops have reached the 6" stage 


and from then on until early boot 
Oats and flax are more sus- | 
ceptible to 2,4-D and MCP than) 


stage. 


other cereal crops. Oats are par- 
ticularly sensitive from emergence 
to the early shot blade stage. 

If the 2,4-D amine or MCP is 
used, oats may be safely sprayed at 
the 3-6 leaf stage, or later from 
the early shot blade stage to the 
early boot stage; if the 2,4-D-ester 
| is used. spraying is only safe from 
early shot blade to early boot stage. 

The later stage is often better 
since more weeds will have germin- 
ated by that time and thistles will 
be more advanced to or near the 
bud stage, which is the best time 
to spray thistles. Flax should be 
treated as soon after it has formed 
3-4 leaves as weed growth war- 
rants. Do not treat flax in the 
early bud stage. 

A new product. MCP, is on the 
market for the first time in 1953. 
This product is kinder to sensitive 
crops and can be applied at slightly 
higher rates than 2.4-D on crops 
such as oats and flax.
